and againſt the pzoceedingsthereof; And haue withall perlwaded them, that by 
ſition, they ſhall in the end obtaine aconninence, if not a Toleration of Religion ; whereby 
many ot Hur Subiects haue beene encouraged & emboldened to tommit great contempts 
againſt Us, æ Our high Court of Parliament there: And many others haue been dꝛawen 
ta contribute great ſummes ot money, to maintaine and vphold thoſe perſons in their vn⸗ 
dutifull carriages in that behalte, to the great impoueriſhing ol that Our Kealme. 
Foꝛaſmuch as Wee plainely perceine that the Jeſuits, Seminarie Pꝛieſts, and other 
Pateſts oꝛdained by fozraine Authozttie, who by Our fozmer Pꝛotlamation made and pub- 


 Uſhed within thatourRealme, In the third ycercof Our Raigne of England, France and Ireland, 


and of Scotland the nine and thirtieth, ought to departoutof Our ſaid Kingdome, and not to re⸗ 
pare, come, oꝛ returne into the lame, are not onely the Authozs of the p2actiſes and con- 
tempts befoꝛe expꝛeſled, but are like to bꝛeed moꝛe and greater miſchtefes,f they beſuffered 
to abide and continue in that Kingdome : 

we do therekoze hereby detlare, publiſh and pꝛotlaime, That wee are conitantly reſolued 
neuer to yeeld to any Toleration, oꝛ exertiſe of any other Religion, then that which is a⸗ 
greeable to Gods Woꝛd and is eſtabliſhed bythe Lawes ofthat Our Realme, which wee 
doe expꝛeſly will and command foꝛ the Honour and Seruice of Almightie God, to be put in 
due execution. And wee doe further declare, publiſh and pzoclatme; and itis Dur Royall 
Will and Commandement, That all the ſaid Titulary Archbiſhops , Biſhops, Deanes, 
Utcars generall, Jeſuits, Friers, Seminarte Pꝛieſts, and other Pꝛieſts bzought vp in the 
Seminaries beyond the Seas, and made oꝛ 02dcined by any Authozitie dermed oz pzetens 
ted to be derined from the Sea of Rome, hall befoze the laſt of September next enſuing the

Date hereof, depart out of that Our ſaidRealme of lreland: And that no Titulary Arch- 
biſhop, Bilhop, Deane,Uicargenerall, Jeſuit, Frier, Seminary pꝛieſt, oz other Peſt 02- 
dained by fozraine authozitie, as afozeſard,ſhall from,# after the laid laſt day of September 
next, repare,come, 02 returne, into that Dur Kingdome, vpon paineof Our high dilplea⸗ 
fure and indignation, and vpon ſuch further paine, and penaltie, as may iuſtly bee inflicted 
vpon them by the Lawes and Statutes of that Our nealme. And vpon like paine, wee 
doe expzeſly fozbid all, and enery our Dubiects within that Kingdome , to reteiue o: 
relieue any ſuch Titulary Archbiſhop, Biſhop, Deane, Uicar generall, Jeſuit, Frier, Se- 
minary Pꝛieſt, oꝛ other Pꝛieſt made,oz oꝛdeined, as afoꝛeſayd, which after the ſaid laſt day 
of September ſhall remaine,o2 abide in that Our Realme, oz ſhal returne,oz tome into the 
ſame, oꝛ any part thereof,contrary to the intent of this Pꝛotlamation. 

And Wee doe further detlare, publiſh, and tommand, That ifany ſuch Titulary Archbi- 
ſhop, Biſhop, Deane, Uitcar generall, Jeſuite, Fryer, Seminarte Pꝛieſt, oꝛ other Pꝛieſt, 
made, 02 02dained, as afozeſatd, ſhall wilfully continue, oꝛ abide in that Pur Kingdome 
of Ireland, after the ſaid laſt day of September, oꝛ ſhall returne, oꝛ repare into the ſayd 
Kingdome, oꝛ any part thereof,oz1fany of Our Subiects ſhall reteiue, oꝛ relieue any of 
ſaid Titulary Archbiſhips, Biſhops, Deanes, Uicars gencrall,Jeſuits, Friers,Semina- 
rie Pꝛieſts, 02 other Pꝛieſt oꝛdained as afozeſaid,conirary to the contents of this Pur Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation : Thenallandeuery Our Gouernours,Shiriffes, Puſtices of the Peace, So- 
ueraignes, Poztreenes, Conſtables, and all other Our loyall Subtectsin that Our King- 
dome, ſhall ble their beſt diligence,and endeuours to appꝛehend the body, oz bodies of all 
aud euery ſuch Titulary Archbiſhops , Bilhops, Deanes, Uicars generall, Jeſuites, 
Fryers, Seminarp pꝛieſts, and other Pzteſts,o2dainedby toꝛraigne authozifie,asafozeſaid: 
And the body, and bodyes of them, and of euery of them, to commit to ſome ſafe oꝛ ſtraight 
p:tſon, to the end Pur Lieutenant, Deputte, o2 other chiefe Gouernour oz Gouernours 
of the ſatd Realine foz the time being, with the aduice of Our Councell of that Our 
— may take ſuch oꝛder foꝛ their puniſhment, as ſhall ſtand with Juſtite, and the qua- 
litie ot the offente. 

Pꝛouided alwayes, that if any ofthe ſaid Titulary Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Deanes, Ui 
cars generall. Jeſuites, Eyes, Seminary Pzteſts, oz other Pꝛieſts whatſoeuer,ozdained 
as afo:eſaid,ſhal befoze the ſaid laſt day of September. oꝛ within ten dates after his, oꝛ their 
repare, 02 returne into that Our Kingdome of 1rcland , ſubmit themſelues befoze Our 
Teiutenant, Deputy, oꝛ other chiefe Gouernour oftheſaid realme, fo2 the time being, oz 
other the Gouernour of any Pꝛouiute within the lame, oꝛ befoze any of Our Pztuy Coun- 
tell in thatRealme, and ſhall thereupon confozme themſelues, and repare to the Church 
duly,# oꝛderly, attoꝛding to the intent of our ſaid Lawes; It ſhalland may belawfull to 
and fo: all and euery ſuch Archbiſhops,Bilhops,Deanes, Uicars generall,Jeſuites,Fry- 
ers, Deminary Pzteſts, and other Pꝛieſts whatloeuer, that ſhall ſo ſubmit and confozme 
themlelues, to tontinue, oꝛ abide in that Our Kingdome,o2to repare and returne into the 
ſame, and to haue, andintoy the benefite of Hur Lawes, and Kroyall Pꝛotettion, in as 
free, and ample manner, as any other Our —— and Loyall Subiects, ſo long as they 02 


any one ofthem continue in their lapd Conkoꝛmitie.
